Steady growth at library 
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Ensure longboarders’ safety 


PELHAM — Is there a way 
to ensure the safety of long- 
boarders riding in the Town 
of Pelham? 

The question was on 
the minds of more than 50 
people who participated in 
a community-wide problem 
solving session at Fire Station 
Two on Sept. 4, Mayor Dave 
Augustyn said. 

Participants were divided 
into five groups and each 
group was facilitated by two 
staff members. Participants 
went through a creative- 


problem solving process to 
come up with potential solu¬ 
tions and asked to identify 
criteria they felt important to 
evaluate their ideas. 

As a result of the meet¬ 
ing with the public, town 
staff have been directed to 
look at developing a track at 
Marlene Stewart Streit Park 
for advanced longboarders 
while considering safety, cost, 
liability and whether or not it 
meets the needs of residents 
and longboarders. 

Councillors received a 
report of what transpired at 
the problem-solving session 
at Monday night’s council 


meeting. 

“We want to make sure if 
we do something, it will be 
available for budget con¬ 
sideration. If we do it, now 
is the time to think about it,” 
Augustyn said. 

Town staff will also con¬ 
sider developing a bylaw for 
dealing with recreational 
longboarding on all Pelham 
streets. 

“We directed town staff to 
give us more information so 
we can make a determination 
as to what to do," Augustyn

GranFondo falls short of entry estimates

NIAGARA FALLS - Predictions 
pegged as many 5,000 cyclists. 

Then it was down to 3,000. 

A week before the inaugural 
GranFondo Niagara Falls event, 
organizers estimated about 2,000. 

But last Saturday’s final tally 
showed less than 1,000 riders com¬ 
pleted the 125-kilometre road tour 
that essentially halted vehicle traffic 
in parts of Niagara throughout the 
morning and early afternoon. 

There were 921 riders who fin¬ 


ished the ride and 32 who didn't, 
although about 1,200 cyclists from 
across North America registered. 

“We’re not thrilled we weren’t 
able to bring the number of cyclists 
we dreamed about,” said event 
director Dean Hachey. “But at the 
same time we are very pleased 
about the result and what the future 
will bring. I think we made a bold 
statement to the world that Niagara 
is cycling-friendly.” 

In the weeks leading up to the 
ride, Hachey and his team was still 
finalizing route details. He said clos¬ 
ing the Thorold tunnel for the race

was the biggest challenge. Other 
challenges included informing 
residents certain neighbourhoods 
would be difficult to access for the 
duration of the ride. The last rider 
crossed the finish line seven hours 
after the 7 a.m. start. 

“We encouraged residents to 
come out and cheer on the riders,” 
he said, mentioning some people 
could be seen at the end of their 
driveways with signs and cowbells 
cheering on the participants. “Some 
folks felt it was an inconvenience, 
but an overwhelming amount of the 
feedback was positive.” 

Hachey said choosing a location 
for a GranFondo isn’t a one-off deal 
and that residents should expect 
to see the event return for years to 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim Diodati 
said with this being the first year for 
the GranFondo ride in the region, 
more attention was paid to logistics 
rather than marketing. 

“I’m not surprised, nor disap¬ 
pointed, in the amount of riders and 
I believe (organizers) did it right,” 
Diodati said. “They made sure they 
are building on solid foundation 
before they put too many floors 
on it. I think for the next few years 
this event will become one of our 
marquee, signature, blockbuster 
events." 

Hachey said the GranFondo in 
Banff, Alta., normally attracts 1,500 
riders. That city has held a ride for 
five years. 

He said considering the location 
and the millions of people within 
a few hours drive of Niagara, the 
event has the potential to become 
one of the largest rides in Canada, if 
not North America. 

“Things like the route won't 
change and therefore the transpor¬ 
tation plan that comes along with it 
doesn’t change,” Hachey said. “That 
can all be sorted out months and 
months in advance freeing up more 
time and resources to recruit riders.” 

Niagara Regional Police used 
70 officers to help patrol the ride 
and closed off roadways and inter¬ 
sections. The cost of policing, said 
Insp. George Bench, was covered by 
GranFondo. 

Bench said about $40,000 was 
earmarked for the NRP, but that 
three other police services were 
used including Niagara Parks 
Police, Ontario Provincial Police 
and Toronto Police Service — again, 
all incurring costs paid for by the 

He said the NRP originally 
planned for 4,000 riders but had to 
scale back resources to address the 
smaller number.

WARTS 

Warts are a common viral skin infection caused by human papilloma viruses. In general warts on the 
hands and feet are harmless and most resolve on their own. However, they can cause embarrassment and some 
discomfort. There are a couple of over-the-counter (OTC) remedies that work well to treat these kinds of warts. 

Infection with HPV occurs with skin-to-skin contact. Warts are caused by viruses and are passed from 
person to person. A common way of contracting the virus is by walking barefoot in public pools, showers etc. 

About 30% of warts clear spontaneously in six months and 65% to 78% clear in two years without any 
treatment. However, most people would like to resolve warts more quickly than this. Salicylic acid is a first line 
OTC option. This medicine slowly destroys virus-infected skin and may stimulate the immune response of the 
person infected through mild irritation, which in turn helps clear the infection. There are a number of salicylic 
products available. They range in concentration from 17% to 40%. A 40% product should be used for plantar 
warts. The use of salicylic acid on facial warts is not recommended because of a potential risk of hypo- and 

There is a bit of a regimen to follow with salicylic acid products. Before treatment the warts should be soaked in 
warm water for five minutes. Then, an emery hoard or pumice stone should be used to remove dead tissue. The 
salicylic acid treatment should then be applied. Treatment may need to be continued for up to 12 weeks. If the 
wart causes pain, patients can take acetaminophen or ibuprofen for the discomfort. Examples of OTC salicylic 
acid wart removal products include COMPOUND W, DR. SCHOLL’S CLEAR AVEAV PLANTAR, and DUOFILM 
WARTREMOVER. 


Cryotherapy (freezing) is another common wart removal treatment. This causes irritation and tissue 
destruction so that the individual mounts an immune response against the virus. Doctors typically use liquid 
nitrogen which freezes tissues to -196°C. There are also home cryotherapy systems available. These contain 
dimethyl ether and propane (DMEP). Examples include DR. SCHOLL’S FREEZE AWAY WART REMOVER, 
Or,COMPOUND W FREEZE OFF. Evidence shows DMEP and liquid nitrogen are fairly similar in efficacy. After 
application of cryotherapy a blister is formed under the wart. The frozen skin and wart falls off after about ten 
days and reveals newly formed skin underneath. It is recommended that OTC cryotherapy only be repeated three 
times usually in ten day intervals. 

The use of duct tape as a wart treatment has gained popularity. By putting duct tape over the wart they 
think the virus is deprived of oxygen which causes irritation and stimulates the immune response to the virus. 
Typical administration involves applying silver duct tape over the wart and removing a week later. Scrubbing the 
area with an emery board and leaving it open over night. Then reapplying duct tape. Silver duct tape has been 
shown to be more effective than clear duct tape, possibly because of the adhesive. 

There are also a number of prescription products that can be used for warts if OTC treatments are 
ineffective. Patients with diabetes should consult their physicians before beginning treatment for their warts. 
Also, genital warts must be treated by physicians and are not suitable for treatment with OTC methods. 

In general OTC wart treatments are effective, however, it may take several weeks for the wart to be 
removed. For proper selection of a treatment method come in and speak to your pharmacist.

Doctor closes practice 
because of illness

PELHAM — Although the town has 
lost a family physician, some of his former 
patients are more concerned about Dr. Paul 
Oliverio’s health than their own. 

Oliverio sent letters to his patients earlier 
this month, notifying them about the clo¬ 
sure of his office at 165 Regional Rd. 20. 

“It is with deep regret that I must inform 
you that I’ve closed my practice due to ill¬ 
ness" Oliverio wrote. “Because I will be 
requiring a lengthy treatment for my Al¬ 
ness, I will not be able to see any patients. 
Therefore, I regrettably have to inform 
you that I can no longer be your family 
physician.” 

Oliverio then refers patients to several 
other local family doctors who are accept¬ 
ing new patients. 

His letter provided no further informa¬ 
tion about the nature of his illness, and he 
could not be reached for further comment 

A sign along the side of the road in front 
of the plaza is the only remaining indica¬ 
tion that his office was located there. 

Although Pelham lacked medical ser¬ 
vices a fewyears ago, Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said that has since changed. 

“We’re are at the level we need to be, but 
this is obviously a concern for the commu¬ 
nity,” said Augustyn, one of three council 
representatives on the town’s physician 


recruitment committee. 

And some of Oilverio’s former patients 
have expressed their concern about the 
physician’s health, despite their own need 
to find a new family doctor, he added. 

“I heard from one elderly patient who 
was actually more concerned about Dr. 
Oliverio than herself, which was very nice 
and heart-warming," Augustyn said. “I 
think people are concerned about him and 
hope he gets betted’ 

A recent letter to the editor published 
in The Tribune also expressed concern for 
Oliverio and his family. 

Augustyn said the town is now working 
with local doctors to further enhance medi¬ 
cal services for its residents. He said efforts 
are currently underway to establish a new 
medical centre in the east Fonthill area. 

Augustyn said work on the 
40,000-square-foot facility could begin next 
yean 

“The Fonthill Health Centre will hope¬ 
fully be a one-stop integrated health-care 
building,” he said, adding it’s one of a few 
initiatives underway to develop new medi¬ 
cal services in the community. 

“We’re kind of working with folks to 
develop these things and move them for¬ 
ward,” he said. “We’ie certainly taking steps 
to ensure we’ll have enough doctors in this
